CONSIDERED ADEQUATE. 


THE PROMOTION QUESTION. |. 


The following official reply ‘has 
been sent to the petition drafted 
| by the subordinate staff of the 
local Government service:— 
Gentlemen -I am directed to 
acknowledge tne receftpt of your 
petition of August 7, 1928, and to 
inform you that the question of 
the revision of salaries of Sub-' 


ordinate Officers has already re-| 


ceived the’ careful consideration 
_ of this Government, 


2. Since the general revision 
of salaries in 1920 and 1921, the 
increased cost of living of locally 
domiciled officers has been recog- 
nised by the grant, of rent allow- 
ances in 1924 to officers on the 
permanont staff with ten years’ 
continuous service and upwards, 
These allowances range from $8 

.a month for salaries of $450 a 
yenr to $25 a month for salaries 
of $3,000.a year and over. 

In addition’ some 42 flats were 
rented by Government and are 
leased to Government servants a. 
the .Asintic staff at rentals equi- 
valent to 6 per cent. of the officers’ 
salaries, 


8... Towards the end of, 1927. 
the Hong Kong General Chamber 
of Commerce’ and tde Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce were con- 
sulted and careful enquiries were 
instituted tor the purpose of com- 
paring the rates of pay and con- 
ditions of service of officers of the 
Clerical Service with those obtain- 
ing in local commercial houses, 
-both Chinese and European, und

than the averaize “junior,” it 
seems to us that the, time may be 
considered as having arrived for 
acreconsideration of the acale 
upon which ‘their’ ‘salaries have 
been. based ii in the past. 

Quite a few of those so-called 
“junior” members have been in 
tHe Colonial’ service for many 
years, and are at present receiv- 
ing a salary that has ‘increased 
‘with such painfully slow grada- 
tions that it seems impossible 


that their request for an increase. 


should ‘be ignored.” It fs, of 
course, for the’ authorities, ‘to.de-

WHAT THE “TOTAL” EXTIN- 
GUISHER GAN DO. 


‘A DEMONSTRATION, 

In the compound of the Central]: 
Fire Station, yesterday afternoon, 
an interesting demonstration was 
held of the “Total” fire extinguish: 
er, the Hong Kong and South China 
agents of which are Messra. Keller, 
Kern and Co, Ltd., of Nos. 16-19. 
Connaught-road Central. 

The demonstration was carried 
‘aut by Mr, John S. Smith whilst 

| Mr. i. Kern’ was also present: to 
explain the simplicity of the extin- 
guisher.. * 

There was a large gathering 
present, both European and ‘Chin- 
eas, including offivers of the Fire 
Brigade, nnd all were favourably, : 
impressed with the effictency of the 
extinguisher which squirts a power- 
ful stream of white powder con: 
taining carbonic acid. This has 
an instantaneous effect on. flames, 
which cannot live- against it and 
are speedily extinguished no mat- 
ter what hold the fire had previous 
to the bninging-of the extinguish- 
-er into play, The flames were sim- 

_ wy driven back and swallowed up 
by the powder before the cyes of 
the fascinated gathering who, only 
a couple of minutes previously 
“were awed by the magnitude of the 
raging flames, which were started 
for the purpose of the demonstra- 
tion. 


Chimney Blaze. 


The first demonstration was with 
a wooden chimney which showed 


with what effect the “Total” could|- 


be ‘used in case of a fire in a lift 
shaft, flue, chute or ‘chimney of 
any. kind. The inside of ‘the 
wooden chimney was thoroughly 
-waturated with a mixture of crude 
oil and yasolene, and’ it- instantly 
went up in flames-at the application 
‘of a match. : 

The flames were given' ample 

t'me to take a-yood hold before 

_ the extinguisher: was brought: into 
play, - Then Mr. Smith advanced 
towards the chimney with a hand 
apparatus, starting to squirt the 
powder ut the base when about 
four feet away. The effect on the 
flames. was instantaneous, and jn 
less than a minute. the fire was 
out. 

An equally speedy and effective 
demonstration was then carried oul 
with a wooden structure represent- 
ing a. wall of a room or building,

Motcr-Car Engine. 


The final und most daring de 

. Monstration was the setting alight], 
of the engine of Mr. Smith’s motor 
car ufter gasolene had been pour- 
ed on,the mechanism. After the 
engine had gone up in flames, Mr. 
Smith coolly pulled down the bon- 
net and then climbed into the driv- 
ers sent where he removed an 
“Auto-Total” cylinder, and then 
proceeded to walk round the front 
of the car squirting the. powder 
through the interstices of the bon- 
. Net through which flames were is- 
suing. 

The fire was out in a minute, 
and when the bonnet was re-open- 
ed, it was found that the engine 

had not suffered in the least, and 
within, two minutes of -the conclu- 
aion of the demonstration, “Mr. 
Smith entered his car and started 
the’ engine which responded in- 
stantly, .The powder did not’ have 
any clogwying effect on the engine 
which blew the stuff off as it pur- 
red easily, 

The powder has no unpleasant 
odour, is not pofsonous, and can- 
not harm any material.

- in other equally famous fighters, 
He came to challenge Johnson, and 
first, fought.,Al Palzer, the big 
Minnesota farmer. Wells nearly 
annihilated Palzer for a round or 
two nnd then was hit a couple of 

Gunboat 

_ Smith waa’ knocked out easily by 
Tommy Burns, when Tommy knock- 
ed out the champions of Austra- 
lin, England and Ireland to make 
his claim good to the ‘world’s 
championship. 

THE MIGHT. OF “IRON” HAGUE, 

England once had what looked 
like a real fighting heavyweight in 
Tan Hague, called “Iron” Hague. 
‘This bird wasn't named -after the 
Place where they .make- peace 
treaties. He was a whale of a man 
and would easily be. the best 
heavyweight prospect in: sight if 
on’ the scene to-day, He knocked 
out all the best English heavy- 
weights in from one to five rounds, 
flattening champion Moir in a 
round, . 

The National Sporting Club, 
sensing at last.a chance to see an 
English heavyweight world’s cham- 
pion, sent to America, for the 
toughest opponent that could be 
found—the' idea being that Hague 

“might as well go right to the top 
without wasting time  frittering 
about among the second raters. 
Unfortunately for Hague, Sam 
Langford was casily persuaded to 
take'a trip to England. ~ 

I think the National Sporting 
Club .rather underestimated Sam, 
who wag then, in 1909, absolutely 
the best: fighting heavyweight in 
the world. Jack Johnson was 

» champion, having beaten Tommy 
Burns in Australia the year before, 
but he wouldn't fight. Sam, because 

‘he knew Sam could beat him. In 


fact, looking back over the lst of}. | 


_ champions, there {an’t one. Sam 
“Langford. couldn't have fought on 


fairly even terms, éxcept Jeffries |' 


and Dempsey at their best, yet he 
never held a championship because 
he never had a chance to fight for 
one, 


To show how good “Iron” Hague 
‘was, he carried the fight -right to 
. Sam, traded smash for smash, and 
knocked ‘Sam fiat on his back for 
a nine count in the, first round. 
Sam got up with the realisation 
‘that he wasn't fighting a “sucker,” 
stalled and fought a. defensive 
battle until he found.’ the sure 
opening he wanted in the fourth 
round, and then battered Hague 
* down again and again until Jan 
‘was helpless, and the bout was 
stopped. 


BRITISH AND IRISH BACKING. 
Since Bombardier Wells there 


like: most of the English heavy- 
weights, he may not be quite as 
tough around the ribs and jaw as 
a fighter needs to be. 

So Heeney, the Australian, will 
carry ‘a lot of British backing, and 
the Irish havo an interest in him, 
too. He's as Irish as Tunney; no

A'PETITION FOR THE 
PLENIPOTENTIARIES. 


" SCENE NEAR PARIS. 
: . Parts, Yesterday, - 

‘wo determined women are at 
present in Paris for the purpose 
of getting the internhtfonal dee- 
gates, who are here.for the signing 
of the Kellogg’ Pact, , to accept a 
“treaty for establishing the’ equal 
rights of women throughout the

MARRIAGE STATISTICS. 7 


London, Yesterday. 
For the first time since 1920, the 
birthrate for the second ‘quarter 
of the year showed ‘an increase 


over the corresponding’ period of. 


the previous year. The birthrate 
for 1927 was 16.6 per 1,000 of 
the population, which is the low- 
est recorded gince civil’ registra- 
tion began. 


For the. second quarter of this 
year the. rate was'17.6, There 
was also a slight increase in the 
first quarter. - ; : 

The Registrar-General, how- 
ever, points out that the figures 
do not definitely indicate an alter- 
ation in the downward tendency 
of the birthrate as the increase 
might be due to the unusually 
large number of marriages in 
1927, . ees 

Marriages in the first quarter 
of this year showed a decline 
compared with the corresponding 
quarter of last year. 3 
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country, which praises the step 
taken at Paris yesterday.
